Prior art of record fail to teach or suggest adjusting the length of a fiber and the 
transmission and reflection ratio of first and second mirrors such that there is created at 
the output of an optical cavity, from a single electromagnetic pulse incident on the 
optical cavity, a train of emitted electromagnetic pulses that have variable emission solid 
angle and variable emission as disclosed in claims 8,10,11.
